Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of tlie general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants' representative requested suggestions from the Examiner 
regarding how to overcome the standing rejections on record. The Examiner pointed out that the breeding Increased 
the likelyhood for obtaining a WKO rat with low scores in a force swim immobility test, but the phenotype as claimed 
encompasses those present in nature, thus, indistlnqushable from the wild type WKO rats. Unless the breeding could 
generate a rat with a phenotype that could not be found In nature, the claims would not be allowable. Applicants' 
representative indicated that applicants have obtained rats with scores that lower than those found in nature, would 
change the scope of the claims along with a Declaration, and requested that the Examiner considering the filing even 
the prosecution is in the after final stage for financial reasons. The Examiner agreed to consider the filing. 
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
